Hi gang, 
I can't take out the smile from my face ;-)! 


I'm sure some of you will also be happy to stop receiving my boring 
messages ;-) ;-) 


Well, let's go BA!. Starting by the end, the KWM-2A is generating 120W in 
80 meters and about 80W in 10 meters. Near 100W in the other bands. The 
finals could be a bit weak, but for my use (mainly 80 and 15 meters) it is 
just fine. 


Now with the details. It has been an accumulation of ‘bugs', to call them 
some way: 


(1)The 516F-2 power supply is NOT defective. So, how did I measure 340VDC 
in the 275VDC line???. I can only guess that, as one final was shorted when 
I did the test (of course, I was not aware of that then), my readings were 


distorted. 


(2)The 'good' power supply (the one I have usually attached to the 32S-3) 
is fine BUT the downconverter "transfomer" (220 to 115VAC) was not so good 
(in my other QTH I have a real 750W isolating transformer which works 
flawlesly). It is not only a transformer but, literally, a "power 
stabilyzer". Well, I had observed too much screen voltage decrease when 
transmitting, modulated by voice peaks... Trouble was NOT at the 
secondaries but in the primaries of the 516F-2!!!. The "stabilyzer" (which 
I have just trashed ;-) ) was not able to follow the demand variations of 
the PS, so the output voltages were also ‘dancing’... The result was a poor 
screen voltage regulation, a decreased HV and also some flicker in the dial 
lights... I know I should have been suspicious on that one!. But I was 
polarized towars a KWM-2A failure and didn't see the obvious trouble... 
Live to learn :-)!. 


Well, so the KWM-2A _really_ had these troubles: 


*10 bad tubes (8 weak, 2 shorted). 

*1 missing tube. 

*Broken meter glass and bent meter pointer (carefully repaired; now it 
looks very good except for the glass, which has been temporally subtituted 
by a transparent plastic piece). 

*1 resistor out of specs (R148 in the PA screen circuit; 1655 Ohm instead 
of 820 Ohm). 

*Modification in T1: one resistor changed and a capacitor added. It has 
been removed. 

*xDust in K2 and K4 relays. Visually, they were perfect!. Bright gold... But 
I got intermitent S-meter readings and the sensitivity was not constant... 
Tapping the relays it returned, so I opened them and cleaned contact by 
contact with paper soaped in contact cleaner. Now they work fine. 


I'm not sure if the rig needed a complete alignment. But I have done it 
already and it seems to work fine, so it doesn't matter too much. Anyway, 
after a 10+ year storage, I think it is a good idea. 


I'm very happy now, not only for the working rig ;-): I have learned a lot 
about the KWM-2A circuit, and this is for me very good. And I have also 
found lots of people willing to help. Without your support, I would be 
completely lost!. THANKS!!!.

I don't think there are any. By 1947, Mazda had been a manufacturer of 
incandescent lamps and vacuum tubes from the early days of those 
technologies; it sounds to me like "Mazda" was used in that context like 
"Kleenex" is often used for "facial tissue." All that matters electrically 
are the voltage and current rating of the filament. That said, it's possible 
that "Mazda" have sometimes been used to indicate a lamp with a particular 
style of base.

More particulary, Mazda had to do with a technology pooling agreement 
for light bulb manufacture, managed by GE. GE provided a conduit for 
proving information on manufacture of consistent efficient long-life 
tungsten-filament bulbs, some patent licensing, and a joint marketing 
effort. Also, it was part of avoiding trust-busting, if GE didn't 
manage to farm out enough of the light-bulb manufacturing business, 
they were going to wind up with a monopoly that would be broken up by 
the government. 


So, quite a few manufacturers made Mazda lamps. Sure, GE was the 
largest manufacturer. But there were also National (I think the 
people who made National Union tubes), and others. 


All Mazda lamps were tungsten filament. Frank is probably saying 
Mazda to distinguish them from carbon filament (or even tantalum 
filament), although I doubt there was much, if any, carbon filament 
lamp production by 1947. 


There were cheaper tungsten-filament lamps than Mazda lamps. Some 
were made in Japan, etc. However, they generally were far less 
efficient than Mazda lamps, so that the money you saved on the bulb 
you more than paid back to the power company! Or, they may have been 
very short-lived.

The tip in mine is 3/8 hard copper about 5 inches long. Many years ago I 
found some cheap and bought them all, now I am down to one worn out tip in 
one iron, one new tip in another iron and no more spares. 


When I had plenty I used to make them up in different configuration for 
different purposes. I even used silver solder to add parallel pieces on the 
end of a tip so I could heat 14 pin or 16 pin IC's and remove instantly back 
in the days when they were hard to get at times. 


The 3/8 inch copper business has dried up around these parts, I have been 
hunting for many months for some and have none for my efforts. If anyone 
has tips I could be interested in getting a couple. Now that I have my toys 
back I am regularly building things and would like to have two good irons 
when I need them.

And if, after you've done the tests and component replacements Al recommends 
via his webpage, you're still experiencing the problem, also check to be 
sure the values of all the set's AGC decoupling resistors are within reason. 
Carbon-composition resistors, especially high-value ones, sometimes soar in 
value with age and/or overload; an AGC decoupling resistor that's wildly 
overvalued can let very strong signals develop considerable, unexpected bias 
on the grids of the stage(s) that return to ground through it.
